My Dear People. 

A good deal of space this month will be given 
to our plans for keeping Lent. This is as it should 
be. While Anglicans generally do not keep Lent as 
strictly as some Roman Catholics, nevertheless our 
people are prepared to devote more time, thought 
and attention to the faith and practice of the 
Church during Lent than at any other time of 
the year. Last year we made a notable advance 
in this respect through the Noon-day Lenten 
services. Upwards of two hundred people attended 
these daily services throughout the season. In 
this way we witnessed to our faith and were 
strengthened and refreshed. Our plans for Lent 
1950 have been carefully made, and are set out 
in the following pages. Let every Churchman hear 
and answer the call to give priority to these 
services. 

It is a good old custom for church people to 
read at least one new religious book every Lent. 
Tastes in reading differ so widely, that each must 
choose for himself, but you will not fail to find 
in the list of books, which I have prepared, some¬ 
thing of value. They are all quite small and are 
priced within the reach of even the most slender 
purse. The list appears on another page under the 
heading "Lenten Reading." If it will serve your 
convenience I shall be glad to order one or more 
of them for you. A telephone call to the office is 
all that will be necessary—not forgetting, of 
course, the purchase price. 

The subject of Lenten sermons is receiving a 
good deal of attention these days—at any rate 
it is giving the Clergy concern. Canon Peter Greene 
of Manchester, tells how a young millhand, who 
was gazing at a picture of Christ on the Cross 
posted on his Church notice board, turned to him 
and said "Why don't you parsons explain what 
that means to chaps like us today?" Such questions 
urgently need an answer. There will be opportuni¬ 
ties during Lent of hearing addresses in your own 
Church on the meaning of the Cross today, as well 
as upon other doctrines of the Christian faith. Make 
the fullest and best use you can of these oppor¬ 
tunities. 

There is another matter of supreme importance 
to which I must refer. Last month I mentioned the 
call to Prayer, and by some unfortunate arrange¬ 
ment of my words gave the impression that there 
was something more important than this. There is 
nothing more important or more urgent. Here let 
me refer particularly to private prayer. It is not 
easy to recover this habit once it has been given up 
for a long time. But all genuine progress depends 
upon restoring this habit to a definite place in the 
daily routine of our lives. If we can bring ourselves 
to make a time for it in the morning and at night 


the battle will be won. This matter of making a 
place in the routine of our days for saying a prayer 
can be facilitated by first deciding to say a par¬ 
ticular prayer at particular times. Everyone knows 
the Lord's Prayer. So I suggest begining by saying 
it each morning and evening. When this habit is 
fixed it will be easy to restore the old childhood 
habit of asking God to bless and help our friends 
and relations. There are very few people who do 
not feel the desire to hold up someone in their 
prayers. By giving way to this desire at particular 
times the habit of prayer can be restored. This is 
the great purpose of Lent. 

Finally there is the Church to consider. There 
is a little book in the list of recommended reading 
titled "Think Again" by Gordon W. Ireson. In it 
he interprets the meaning of The Church Notice 
Board. Let me give you a sample of the sort of 
thing that the whole book says with remarkable 
skill. "Now how were men to become Christians? 
The Christ was no longer visible. Where could 
men find His life and truth? They could and did 
find it in the Christian community—and nowhere 
else . . . The Church was, and is, and always will 
be the Body of Christ. To become a Christian is 
to become part of the Body of Christ, to share its 
life and discipline and worship. 

"You may say that looking at the Church from 
outside, you think its a pretty poor body. Perhaps 
so, the Church is not perfect and does not claim to 
be. It is made up of very imperfect people . . . All 
you can see from outside is this very human 
organization, the pseudo-Gothic building on the 
street corner with its faded notice board, the 
parish magazine, the annual Sunday School picnic, 
nothing much to interest anybody! But behind this 
curious organization there is the vital organism, 
the Body of Christ, and within it, Christ Himself. 
Here men may find forgiveness of their sins. Here, 
week by week, in the Church's worship they will 
find their conscience cleansed by the holiness of 
God. Their minds nourished on the truth of God, 
their wills strengthened by the purpose of God. 
Here in obedience to their Lord's command they 
will find in the mystery of bread and wine the very 
life of Christ Himself . ... ? 

"Think Again" is worth reading. One hears 
the curious assertion "I haven't been baptized and 
I never go to Church, but I consider myself a 
Christian"—as one might say "I wasn't born in 
Spain and I've never visited it in my life, but, of 
course, I consider myself a Spaniard." Think again 
of all these important matters.

THE OBLIGATIONS OF LENT 

As every churchman knows, or should know, 
one of the greatest acts of Christian worship is to 
bear witness for Jesus Christ. 

Perhaps this worship of witness is second only 
to the supreme worship inherent in the Holy 
Eucharist. 

For this reason, among many others, the Noon¬ 
day Lenten Services, instituted last year in this 
diocese and to be continued this year in All Saints' 
Cathedral Church beginning February 22, are 
vital to the spiritual life of the diocese because 
they create an opportunity for busy men and 
women to pause at the noon hour each day and 
devote twenty-five minutes to public acknowledge¬ 
ment of the Saviour of Men. 

We do not propose to outline in this limited 
space the meaning and full obligations of the 
Lenten season. 

But we do suggest that daily attendance at 
these services be voluntarily added to the Lenten 
obligations of every person in this diocese who, 
by making a special effort or a special sacrifice, 
can come to all or most of them. 

As the reader will see by consulting page 
five of this issue, a notable list of preachers has 


consented to contribute leadership to Edmonton's 
Lenten observance this year. 

The eminence of these men and their quali¬ 
ties of mind and heart assure to every attendant 
a measure of spiritual stimulus that will enrich 
the religious experience of those who approach 
with due reverence and gratitude that most sacred 
of all seasons whose central fact won salvation 
and eternal life for those who believe on His 
Name. 

This personal spiritual enrichment is the first 
reason why everyone who finds it possible should 
attend these noonday services. 

And the second reason is the fact that regular 
attendance is a means of bearing witness which, 
as we have already pointed out, is an important 
act of worship. 

Going to church on Sundays, commendable 
and necessary as it may be, is only what is 
expected by society of Christian men and women. 

It is these extra acts of witness, these special 
occasions of worship, that emphasize the solidarity 
and the zeal and the force of the Church Militant 
and bring it vigorously to the attention of the luke¬ 
warm and the indifferent. 

The Noonday Lenten Services offer a chance 
for every Christian to increase the prestige, the 
repute and the power of Christ's Church on earth. 

THE CROSS AND YOU 

The theme of last year's Lenten Services was 
"Christ and You.' 

This year the Lenten theme has been 
designated by the Lord Bishop as “The Cross and 
You." 

And every Christian in Edmonton who comes 
to the Noonday Services to bear witness for our 
Saviour will try to think of the Cross of Christ 
in its direct application to his own life and the 
life of the society in which he lives. 

For as this approach to Calvary over the 
Lenten road is the most solemn journey in all the 
journeys of the Church year, so is the world's 
approach to the Cross, during this period of fear 
and crisis, the most solemn and momentous step 
in the world's relentless journey towards eternity. 

As every week and month go by, it is becom¬ 
ing more and more apparent that only an upsurge 
of spiritual force in the human heart can save 
humanity from the consequences of the new 
material forces it has created. 

The world, with its laboratories of science 
and its trained intellects, has become very clever. 
But that cleverness can only achieve the world's 
destruction unless man becomes, by the grace 
of God, as good as he is clever. 

So the eyes of men today are fixed on the 
Cross of Calvary, not only as a means of obtain-

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Lenten Services Bring Imposing 
List of Canadian Preachers Here 



THE VERY REVEREND G. R. CALVERT, B.A., 
D.D., Dean of Columbia, who will be second preacher 
in the Noonday Lenten series, February 26 to 
March 3. 

For the second consecutive year, a 
series oi Noonday Lenten Services will 
be held in All Saints' Cathedral 
Church in Edmonton beginning Ash 
Wednesday, February 22. 

Last year these services attracted 
congregations of varying sizes. But 
there is no doubt that their effect was 
to notably enrich the spiritual life of 
the diocese. 

The Lenten services this year are 
even more vital in significance than 
last for the reason that the Bishop has 
proclaimed 1950 a Jubilee Year, mark¬ 
ing the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
establishment of the Anglican Church 
in this district, and has called for a 
special effort of Christian service and 
witness to mark the occasion. 

Thus the obligation is laid upon the 
conscience of every churchman and 
churchwoman in the diocese to attend 
these Lenten services as frequently as 
possible and to invite their friends 
and acquaintances to attend with them. 

The hours of the services, Monday 
to Friday throughout Lent, have been 
arranged to interfere as slightly as 
possible with the working day of those 
who can come. 

Each service will begin promptly at 
12:15 and conclude just as promptly 


at 12:40, giving everyone an oppor¬ 
tunity to spend twenty-five minutes in 
God’s House without sacrificing any 
time that should be devoted to the day's 
work. 

The list of preachers who have been 
secured for the series of services is 
impressive and includes some of the 
most effective and impelling speakers in 
the Church. 

First in the list is the eminent Dr. 
H. J. Cody, of Toronto, who will con¬ 
duct the services on the 22nd, 23rd 
and 24th of February. A special article 
on Dr. Cody, outlining his distinguished 
career, appears on page six of this 
issue in connection with the diocesan 
men's dinner on the evening of Shrove 
Tuesday. 

The second preacher, who will con¬ 
duct the services on February 26 
to March 3, inclusive, is the Very 
Reverend George R. Calvert, Dean of 
tho Cathedral in Victoria, B.C. 

Dr. Calvert was educated at the 
University of Toronto and received his 
bachelor's degree from Wycliffe Col¬ 
lege in 1925. 

He was ordained deacon in 1924 and 
was priested in 1925. He was curate of 
Snowflake in the diocese of Rupert's 
Land from 1924 to 1926, rector of Hol¬ 
land, 1926-28, of Killarney, 1928-32, 
and rural dean of Turtle Mountain 
1929-32. 

He was made an honorary canon 
of Rupert's Land in 1940 and arch¬ 
deacon of Winnipeg in 1945. 

In 1949 he resigned and went to Vic¬ 
toria, B.C., as dean of Christ Church 
Cathedral there. 

He was deputy prolucutor of the 
Lower House of the General Synod held 
in Winnipeg in 1946 and was elected 


prolocutor of General Synod at Halifax 
in 1949. 

Dr. Calvert is one of the most force¬ 
ful and interesting speakers in the 
Church. 

The third preacher, March 5 to 10, 
will be the Reverend F. R. Gartrell, 
rector of St. George's Church in Winni¬ 
peg. 

Mr. Gartrell was educated at Mc~ 
Master University and Wycliffe College. 
He was deaconed in 1938 and priested 
in 1939 in the diocese of Montreal. 

He was curate of St. James' in Mont¬ 
real from 1938-40, incumbent at 
Noranda, 1940-44; curate of St. Paul's 
in Toronto, 1944-45, and was appointed

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Distinguished Speaker for Diocesan 
Men’s Dinner on Shrove Tuesday 



THE REVEREND HENRY JOHN CODY, C.M.G., M.A., U.D., D.D., D.C.L., 
special speaker at the diocesan men's dinner in the Macdonald Hotel on Shrove 
Tuesday and first preacher in the Noonday Lenten Services. 

First item o! note in the series of events which will 
mark the Diocese of Edmonton's Jubilee Year, the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the arrival of Canon Newton in this 
district, is the diocesan men's dinner in the Macdonald 
Hotel on the evening of Shove Tuesday, February 21. 

Here the men of the diocese will gather, or as many 
of them as are able, to celebrate in a festive way the 
establishment of the Anglican Communion in this area and 
to dedicate themselves, as the Bishop has called upon 
them to do, to "work with new zeal and force for their 
Lord and His Church during this year of special effort 
and special witness. 

This meeting will be addressed by one of the great 
scholars of the Anglican Church and one of the great 
Canadians of this century. 

For the Reverend Henry John Cody, C.M.G., M.A., 
LL.D. D.D. D.C.L. is indeed a noted figure throughout 
the entire Communion in all parts of the world and a 
Canadian who has distinguished himself in many aspects 
of Canadian life. 

Dr. Cody was born in Embro, Ontario, on December 
6, 1868, and was educated in Galt Collegiate Institute 
and the University of Toronto from which he holds degrees 
of B.A., M.A., and LL.D. 


He has been honored with the doctorate of divinity 
by Queen's University, Trinity, Wycliffe, Emmanuel, King's 
and Knox. He holds the honorary doctorate of laws from 
the Universities of Manitoba, McGill, Western Ontario, 
Glasgow, Alberta, McMaster, Brown and Rockford College, 
Illinois. He is a D.C.L. of Bishop's College. 

He was president of the University of Toronto from 

1932 to 1935, minister of education in Ontario from 1918 

University of Toronto from 1923 to 1932 and members 
of that board from 1917 to 1945. He was chancellor of 
the University of Toronto from 1944 to 1947. 

In 1943, he was honored by His Majesty the King 
who made him a Companion of the Order of St. Michael 
and St. George. 

He is a member of the Order of the Golden Grain of 
China, Chevalier of the French Legion of Honor, Com- 

mendatore of the Order of the Crown of Italy, holder 

of the Medal of St. Olaf of Norway, the Silver Jubilee 
and Coronation Medals and the Efficiency Decoration (E.D.). 

Dr. Cody is a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada 
and of the Royal Society of Arts (London). 

He took holy orders in the Church of England in 
1893 and became rector of St. Paul's Church in Toronto 
in 1899. He resigned in June, 1932. St. Paul's is the largest 
Anglican Church in Canada. 

He was appointed a canon of the diocesan cathedral 
in 1904 and archdeacon of York from 1909 to 1918.. 

He helped found Ridley College in St. Catharines, 
an establishment for boys, and Havergal College in Toronto 
for girls. 

He was for some years professor of systematic theology 
at Wycliffe College. He served as a member of the royal 
commission of 1905-06 to reorganize the University of 
Toronto. 

In May, 1918, he was offered and accepted the port¬ 
folio of education in the Ontario cabinet, a post from 
which he retired in 1919. 

He was chairman of the cancer commission of 1931 
and is a member of the board of trustees of the Royal 
Ontario Museum, of the Toronto General Hospital, of 
Wycliffe College and of the World Teachers' Federation. 

Dr. Cody is an honorary member of the Commercial 
Travellers’ Association of Canada, honorary chairman of 
the Technical Service Council, president of the Conference 
of Canadian Universities, 1941-43, honorary president of 
the University Settlement, Toronto, and honorary director 
of the Canadian National Exhibition.

Metropolitan's Visit. 

It was a real joy to welcome our 
Metropolitan to Edmonton on Sunday, 
Jan. 22nd. Hi's visit was made in his 
capacity as Chancellor of St. John's 
College, Winnipeg, in order to confer 
upon Mr. Vernon Barford an Honorary 
Fellowship of the College. It was an 
act of grace for which we, as a diocese, 
are genuinely grateful. His coming to 
us to hold a Convocation of the College 
enabled our people to realize their long 
dependence upon St. John's for the sup¬ 
ply of our ministry,, and to have a per¬ 
sonal share in the particular purpose 
for which Convocation was called to 
meet. All our happiness in the honour 
conferred upon Mr. Barford was given 
full rein, as it could not have been had 
the honour been conferred in the 
ordinary way in Winnipeg. 

The Reverend F. A. Peake on 
Visual Aids 

It is satisfying to record that our 
Western Field Secretary has written one 
of the text books for the G.B.R.E. course 
in Leadership Training.

The Church from Brookdale has been 
moved to a site in the town, placed 
on a permanent foundation and already 
is usually filled to capacity at the 
regular services. Next summer a student 
will assist Mr. Buxton in his extensive 
parish. In days gone by a St. Mary's 
parish, Redwater was planned, but no 
church was ever built. Some money 
was given and held in trust for more 
than thirty years. It is exceedingly 
gratifying to the few original families 
that at long last one of their cherished 
plans has been realized.

Miss Margaret Cording. 

Drayton Valley. 

Miss Margaret Cording, a graduate 
of the Anglican Women's Training Col¬ 
lege, Toronto, and one of our own 
Diocesan candidates for the Order of 
Deaconess, has been working since 
August in the Drayton Valley mission. 
The Bishop commissioned Miss Cording 
at Evensong on Sunday, Jan. 1st, in a 
simple service. Miss Frances Gray, a 
friend and fellow graduate, accom¬ 
panied the Bishop and spent a few 
days at Drayton Valley. The service 
coincided with the regular monthly 
visit of the clergy of St. Faith's mis¬ 
sion—the Reverends J. G. Gardiner and 
G. Robinson—who provide priestly 
ministry of the church for this whole 
area. It also coincided with a spell 
of extremely cold weather as you all 
know. But in spite of the weather Miss 
Cording kept to her schedule of ser¬ 
vices for the day, returning to Dray¬ 
ton Valley for Evensong. Fortunately 
for the Church Miss Cording is ex¬ 
perienced in the art of travelling by 
horse and cutter, and suffered no ill 
effets from the gruelling experiences 
of that day spent in carrying the Good 
News to the scattered people of the 
district. We all too readily take such 
service for granted. Let us awake to 
the fact that we still have with us in 
this comfort loving age, those who will 
face hardships and make all the neces¬ 
sary sacrifices in order that the Church 
may continue without interruption to 
meet the spiritual needs of her people. 
Add the Drayton Valley Mission and 
its work, and its servant, to your list 
of intercessions.

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OUR CHURCH SERVICES 
The Holy Communion 

This month we begin here some notes 
on various matters connected with the 
services of the Church. It is natural to 
begin this feature by comments on the 
great service of Christian worship— 
The Holy Communion. 

The Name of the Service 

The earliest name applied to it is 
found in the Acts of the Apostles where 
it is referred to as the Breaking of 
Bread. The converts of Pentecost are 
said to have "continued steadfastly in 
the Breaking of Bread." In the 20th 
chapter of Acts we are told that the 
disciples at Troas “on the first day 
of the week gathered together to break 
bread." 

"The Lord’s Supper" is another name 
applied to this service. St. Paul, writing 
to the Corinthians, criticized the way 
“The Lord's Supper" was celebrated. 
An early account of the service is given 
by Justin Martyr, a Christian living in 
Rome, about 150. He sent to the Em¬ 
peror an explanation of What Christians 
do. "On Sunday we meet, and the 
writing of the Prophets and Apostles 
are read aloud, as long as time allows. 


Then the president gives an exhorta¬ 
tion (sermon). Then we stand and offer 
prayer. When the prayers are ended 
we greet one another with a kiss. Then 
bread and wine are brought to the 
president, who takes them and sends up 
to the Father a long prayer of thanks¬ 
giving, and all cry. Amen. Then those 
whom we call Deacons bring to every¬ 
one a portion of the bread and wine 
and water and carry them out to those 
who are absent." It is clear from every¬ 
thing we read that this service was the 
chief, if not the only, service of wor¬ 
ship of the Christian community once 
every week on the Lord's Day. 

Another name for the service, and the 
one by which it is now known most 
commonly in the Anglican Church is 
"The Holy Communion." This name is 
suggested by St. Paul when he writes: 
"The bread which we break is it not the 
Communion of the Body of Christ? This 
name beautifully expresses the two 
thoughts which are central to the ser¬ 
vice—our fellowship with Christ and 
our fellowship with one another. 

The Eucharist is another beautiful 
name. It is the one adopted by the 
Eastern or Orthodox Church. "Eucha¬ 


rist" is simply the Greek word for 
"Thanksgiving." It expresses the joy¬ 
ous side of the service. Christ, by His 
sacrifice, has won for man salvation 
and redemption. The fruits of that sacri¬ 
fice are made available to us in the 
Sacrament of the Holy Eucharist. Hence 
the note of thanksgiving. 

The Mass is another name applied to 
it by a strange, and we might add, a 
regrettable blunder. With so many 
beautiful names to choose from it is 
strange that the medieval Church 
should have chosen this quite mean¬ 
ingless word. It is stranger still that 
the name should have persisted in use. 
The origin of the use of this name goes 
back to the time when the unbaptized 
attended the first part of the service, 
and were dismissed before the actual 
celebration. The priest or celebrant 
would dismiss them with the words 
"ite missa est"—"Go, it is the dis¬ 
missal.” Those who did not know Latin 
took "missa" which means "dismissal" 
to be the name of the service which 
was to follow. "Missa" was Englished 
as "the Mass."

ing personal salvation, but as the only possible 
means of preserving the sanity and balance of 
human society. 

This theme should give the Lenten Noonday 
Services an unusual significance this year. 

For it has an immediate and pointed applica¬ 
tion to every problem in every phase and aspect 
of human life. 

AND BRING A FRIEND 

One of the minor disappointments of last 
year's Lenten Services was their failure to attract 
any large number of persons outside the group of 
regular church attendants. 

It should be noted that these Noonday Services 
have a definite implication of evangelism. 

They should be the means, not only of nourish¬ 
ing the faith of those within the Church, but of 
implanting faith in those outside the Church. 

The only agencies for reaching those outside 
the Church are those who are already within it. 

To the obligations of Lent, therefore, should 
be added that of bringing friends to the Noonday 
Service in the Cathedral.

He was made a Mason "at sight," October 3, 1937, 
by the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge, A.F. & A.M. 
of Canada in the province of Ontario. 

In 1904 he was elected Bishop of Nova Scotia but 
declined. He was elected Archbishop of Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia, in 1921 but decided to remain in Canada. 

He is vice-president of Ridley College, governor of 
Havergal College, chairman of the Advisory Board of the 
Royal Military College, Kingston, 1931-34; vice-president 
of the Upper Canada Tract Society, Upper Canada Bible 
Society and of the British and Foreign Bible Society of 
England. 

In 1922, Dr. Cody preached before Their Majesties in 
Buckingham Palace Chapel. He preached a sermon in the 
Cathedral at Geneva in connection with the seventh 
assembly of the League of Nations in 1926. He gave one 
of a set of addresses at the Quinquennial Conference of the 
Universities of the British Empire in Cambridge, England, 
in 1936. 

He is a lieutenant-colonel of the Canadian Militia, 
honorary chaplain of the Queen's Own Rifles and honorary 
colonel of the C.O.T.C., University of Toronto. 

All this reveals a long life of wide experience and 
richest service and notable achievement.

"lapan Is Awake" 

The following excerpt is from a mes¬ 
sage written by Ruth Watts, who first 
went with her husband, the Reverend 
N. G. Watts, to Japan in 1927. 

"Few people here in Canada realize 
the devastating loss of life and property 
and homes experienced by the Japanese 
during the war. Air raids burned and 
destroyed nearly 2,500,000 buildings in 
Japan; 117 cities were completely de¬ 
molished; our incendiary bombings 
struck with awful terror. In one raid 
over Tokyo alone, lasting only a few 
hours, 100,000 people were either 
roasted to death, or when they sought 
refuge in shallow pools or canals, were 
boiled to death, or crushed, or drowned. 
Mile after mile of city blocks were com¬ 
pletely leveled." (Any recent visitor to 


London or to Canterbury or to the south 
coast of England will be able to 
visualize the above scene). 

And yet new hope is rising. In her 
anguish, Japan is turning to the 
Christian's God. "Send us mis¬ 
sionaries," is the cry from that land. 
“Yes," says General MacArthur, “send 
us a thousand of them and send them 
now!" 

Young people, we are told, are 
crowding the churches of the land. 
Bibles are being eagerly read and 
studied. Bible study classes are being 
organized in many industrial centres. 
The Imperial Household is showing an 
interest in Christianity. "Never before," 
says Dr. Matsumoto, one of Japan's 
outstanding Christian leaders, "has the 
Christian Church been faced with such 
unparalleled opportunity." 

Japan is calling to our God, but God 
cannot act alone. He needs human 
friends who will work with Him, who 
love Japan as He does, who are con¬ 
cerned about Japan, who care enough 
about God's cause in Japan to strive 
and struggle, and suffer and sacrifice 
to the end.'

ARCHBISHOP OWEN 
MEMORIAL FUND 

It is a matter of deep concern 
that the response to this appeal 
has been so slow. A good deal of 
what has already been received has 
come from groups of the Woman's 
Auxiliary in rural areas. We need 
about $600.80 to complete the 
diocesan quota. Has your parish 
made any contribution? Raise the 
matter at your next vestry meeting. 
The city parishes are much more 
in default than the country parishes. 
Let us complete this important fund 
at an early date. 


MID-IAPAN'S 
RENEWED UNITY 

At the recent meetings of the Synod 
of the Diocese of Mid-Japan held at 
the new Shirakabe Cho Kindergarten 
in Nagoya a goodly period of time was 
occupied with the revision of the 
canons of the Diocese. Due to the fact 
that so many emergency measures had 
to be undertaken for protecting prop¬ 
erty and personnel of the church during 
the war years, the canons were sorely 
in need of revision to meet the freer 
conditions of this period. Also, because 
the Sei Ko Kai was practically reduced 
to the status of individual congrega¬ 
tions by the former government, new 
measures had to be introduced to re¬ 
store once more the unity in organiza¬ 
tion which is the pride of the Sei Ko 
Kai. 

Amongst these measures two stood 
out prominently: first, the re-establish¬ 
ment of a Mutual Aid Society within 
the diocese covering what we would 
call social aid and protection. This 
admirable feature has always been a 
department of Diocesan activity, and 
from it aid comes to each clergy family 
at critical periods, such as birth, death 
and illness. The second was the re¬ 
establishment of a basic stipend with 
allowances, for clergy and Biblewomen 
of the Diocese. . . . The Synod voted 
with enthusiasm that each priest of the 
church should receive 3,000 yen, an 
allowance of 1,500 yen for a wife and 
500 for each child. Biblewomen also 
receiving 1,500 yen. Of course with 
present inflationary prices, this is mis¬ 
erably low. . . . This decision was really 
the result of a three-day retreat and 
conference held at Lake Suwa in the 
autumn of 1948, where after much dis¬ 
cussion, it was felt that no real advance 
could be made until the evil of com¬ 
petitive stipends was eradicated and a 
fundamental brotherly system adopted. 

At the conference held in Kyoto the 
latter part of the week, the Primate, 
Bishop Yashiro, referred in his closing 
address to the necessity for all the dio¬ 
ceses following this action for the good 
of the entire church. This splendid 
spirit of unity of purpose and eager¬ 
ness to accept sacrifice for the sake of 
this unity dominated the entire Synod, 
and seemed to give new vision to some 
of the lay delegates from the more dis¬ 
tant churches. 


WOMEN'S WORK 
IN PAKISTAN 

"Our Women's Centre," writes Miss 
Elsa Peter, "is gradually growing and 
it is nice to see how much more content 
and happy those women look now that 
they have had steady employment over 
a number of months than when they 
first came to us. We hope to be able 
to enlarge the Centre this winter in¬ 
cluding the opening of a small Dis¬ 
pensary which will be staffed and 
supervised by the United Christian 
Hospital which is run very much on 
the same lines as Technical Services 
Association, a combined effort of the 
various Missions which work in the 
Province. Only one thing is lacking 
and that is the funds and it wil be 
our work to try and get them from the 
local health department.

The custom of the retreat is 
growing fast in the church but, un¬ 
fortunately, we in the west lack the 
opportunity of the retreat because of 
the lack of monasteries and convents.

Every Wednesday night throughout 
Lent, starting with Ash Wednesday, 
special Lenten services will be con¬ 
ducted. We shall, for six weeks, medi¬ 
tate on the Seven Deadly Sins, on the 
Anglican Doctrine of Confession, Pen¬ 
ance and Absolution so that by Easter 
we shall be much better acquainted 
with ourselves than we were before. 

Every priest of the church is under 
obligation to recite the daily offices. 
For the last number of months the vicar 
has been doing this in church at 10:00 
a.m. and 5:00 p.m. Lent would be a 
good time to put aside about 20 minute's 
at one or both of these times, a few 
times a week, and spend them in prayer 
and praise to God. Let us make this Lent 
a memorable one.
